Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: while the applicant's arguments have been 
carefully consider, the arguments are not persuasive. In response to the applicant's arguments that the prior art of record fails to teach 
"generating a user interface layout corresponding to a locale" the examiner disagrees. This limitation is clearly taught by Hetherington 
(Col. 5) where a "regional setting" equivalent to a "locale" from multiple locales is determined. The remarks submit claim that "although 
the two menus are shown in differernt languages, the layout of the menus is the same.". The examiner disagrees. First, the claims recite 
"user interface layout" and not menu layout. Second, the specification describes the layout in a similar fashion.
